Damages allegedly done to the city 
during the years by the airport include 
the facility’s reportedly indiscriminate 
taking of city land to facilitate further 
airport expansion. 

Mayor Terry L. Troutt said the city 
has numerous “dead end” roads caused 
by the “grabbing up” of land by the 
airport, irregardless of its effect on the 
surrounding area. 

Also charged by the city is its loss of 
debt retirement funds because of 
“unnecessary taking of land” by the 
airport, land which contained water 
and sewer pipes ready for residential 
use. Munger added. 

Troutt has complained that the loss of 
revenue from those water and sewer 
hookups amounts to thousands of 
dollars. 

The damage to Harrison School is not 
structural.

When U.S. District Court Judge 
Cornelia G. Kennedy will hand down 
her ruling in the Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport runway expansion suit is 
anybody’s guess, but when she does it is 
possible the decision will touch off 
another long legal battle, again in- 
volving Romulus. 

Judge Kennedy has not set a date to 
release her decision of whether to grant 
a Romulus requested injunction against 
Wayne County for its construction of a 
new 10,000-foot runway at the airport or 
whether to throw out the lawsuit. 

The 6-month court battle ended two 
weeks ago. 

Thomas Richards, Judge Kennedy’s 
court clerk, said the judge probably 
would make her decision known to both 
sides’ attorneys by mail. 

Much is at stake for the City of 
Romulus, the Romulus Community 
School District and plaintiffs in the 
injunction suit. 

They sued the county, which owns the 
airport, for numerous reasons. 
Primary ones were the potential harm 
which they said could be done to 
residential areas and schools by low- 
flying aircraft using the new runway,

But more than that, the legal victory 
for the Romulus factions would open 
the door to extensive damage suits to 
recover past losses allegedly brought 
on bv the airport. 

“What we’re talking about is an in- 
verse condemnation suit, because the 
damages already have occurred to the 
city, Harrison Elementary School and 
individual property owners,** said

The attitude of officials in City Hall, 
however, is that the services provided 
by CUFA are not worth $19,393 to the 
city. Council President Beverly 
McAnally and Mayor Terry L. Troutt 
both have expressed such views. 

Another point brought out by Mrs. 
McAnally is that the city did not know 
of the money request in time to fit it into 
the budget last spring. 

CUFA officials, however, claim their 
requests were made well before the 
budget deadline, but were ignored by 
the council. 

Wrench said CUFA in an average 
month serves more than 600 Romulus 
residents. About 380 individuals were 
served in the organization’s Action 
Center on Beverly Road, where they 
can obtain counseling and other 
assistance 

He added that about 183 persons are 
given transportation in a typical month 
and another 110 receive family plan- 
ning help. 

Scheduled to confront City Council 
were several citizens who utilized 
CUFA services. 

“I thought that instead of us (CUFA 
officials) going before the council 
again, that it would be best if we let the 
people we serve confront them,” 
Wrench said. 


CUFA began phasing out service 
Monday and will end it completely Feb. 


Recipients of Communities United for 
Action (CUFA) services, including 
transportation, job referral and family 
planning, were scheduled to make a 
plea before Romulus City Council last 
night in a bid to obtain city funds to 
continue the public services here. 

CUFA has announced its intentions to 
begin “phasing out” services in 
Romulus because the city has not 
agreed to allocate about $20,000. Eighty 
percent of CUFA’s funding comes from 
(he federal government. 


Executive Director Donald Wrench 
said the organization's annual budget 
for operation in Romulus is $114,965, 
with all but $19,393 paid by the federal 
government. 

Wrench added that the sought-after 
allocation of $19,393 from Romulus 
would guarantee CUFA’s operation in 
the city through June.

In ending delays 

Tickets force railroad to act 


A bit of indirect city 
pressure has convinced the 
Norfolk and Western (N&W) 
Railroad that it finally 
should take action to 
eliminate f requent 
blockages of street crossings 
in Romulus. 

Police Chief Jacob Koch, 
acting on orders from Mayor 
Terry L. Troutt, issued five 
violation tickets to N&W 
during a 7-day period in late 
January, allegedly for 
blocking the Shook Road and 
Roma ine Street crossings for 
more than the legal five 
minutes. 

According to Koch, trains 
in the past have frequently 
blocked both crossings for 
periods of up to 15 minutes, 
causing inconveniences for 
motorists and school buses. 

Because the crossings are 
two of three that provide 
access to a residential area 
in the west-central portion of 
the city, the simultaneous 
blocking of the two was 
considered serious. 

Koch added that the Shook 
and Romaine crossings are 
only “blocks 0 away from 
each other, so a train passing 
one crossing usually causes 
the closing of the other. 


Legally, moving or 
stationary trains may not 
block a crossing for more 
than five minutes. Koch said 
he even stretches that to six 
or 7 minutes. 

“But it’s the ones that hold 
up traffic 10 or 15 minutes 
that we ticketed, “ he said. 


A motion to dismiss a 
lawsuit, seeking to prevent 
the elimination or reduction 
of Wayne County sheriffs 
Department Road Patrol 
services to out-county 
townships by the Wayne 
County Board of Com- 
missioners, has been taken 
under advisement by Wayne 
Circuit Court Judge Thomas

filed by the county Board of 
Commissioners, were 
presented in court last 
Thursday.

court to file briefs within two 
weeks supporting the 
association's position in the 
Road Patrol dispute. 

The Board of Com- 
missioners, in presenting its 
motion to dismiss, contended 
that the court has no 
jurisdiction over the matter. 

The lawsuit was lUed by 
Detroit attorney Louis 
Wechsler on behalf of seven 
Western Wayne County 
townships. 

The court also permitted 
the townships to file an 


“Sometimes a train will

The ticketing has promp- 
ted N&W to activate earlier 


amended bill of complaint in 
their lawsuit to argue not 
only that the sheriff legally is 
required to provide police 
protection, but also at 
whatever reasonable level 
required for public safety. 

Last spring the County 
board threatened to ter- 
minate the patrol. 

Under pressure from the 
townships, the board instead 
reduced funding for the road 
Patrol operation by 25 
percent. 

The townships currently 
are contending that service 
barely is adequate at present

Several temporary ex- 
tensions of full funding for 
the patrols have been 
granted to the townships 
The most recent was a 90- 
day extension, beginning 
Feb. 1. 

The 28-member Road 
Patrol, which covers the out- 
county area on a 24-hour 
basis, seven days a week, is 
the primary law en- 
forcement agency for that 
entire area.

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Residue from the ex- 
plosion of hundreds of 
aerosol cans containing 
chemicals is making it slow 
going for an investigation 
into the cause of a spec- 
tacular Romulus warehouse 
fire. 

Arson has not been ruled 
out as a possible cause of the 
fire at 30105 Beverly Road, 
which did an estimated 
$185,000 damage to three 
businesses in the building 
last week. 

Sgt. Don Schrofhaar of the 
Flat Rock Post of the State 
Fire Investigation Bureau, 
said investigators “still have 


a lot of things to check" at 
the scene of the blaze. 

“At every fire, there’s a 
list of about 40 things we 
have to check out to help 
determine what started the 
fire,” Schorfhaar said. “The 
Crest Co. had a lot of aerosol 
cans that exploded, making 
it difficult to investigate. 

“Arson? That’s always a 
possibility.” 

The company Schorfhaar 
referred to in connection 
with the aerosol cans is Crest 
Chemicals, which shared the 
warehouse with two other 
firms — Crown Furniture 


and Astro Freight Co. 

All the firms reportedly 
were insured, but the 
amounts of the insurance 
were not available. 

No one was injured in the 
fire, which raged nine hours 
before firemen from 
Romulus and Taylor could 
extinguish it. 

The chemicals in the Crest 
firm reportedly were win- 
dow-cleaning substances and 
highly flammable. 

Fire fighters at the scene 
said the explosion caused by 
the chemicals caused a roof 
to collapse during the fire.

Non-smokers to get rights , yet 


A recently organized group of 
citizens who has suffered 
silently for years is making 
waves in Lansing which should 
produce legislative action 
before the year is out. 

These people always have 
been in the majority. But they 
quietly .have suffered through 
watery eyes, severe headaches, 
coughing, congested sinuses 
and lungs and in some cases 
increased, illness caused by 
another group of people. 

The newly organized 
majority represents the non- 
smokers of the state and the 
people who have been causing 
them all the health difficulties 
are smokers. 

It's been 11 years since the 
U.S. surgeon general released 
his report linking cigarette 


smoking directly to cancer and 
other diseases. That report 
dealt only with the effect of 
smoking on smokers, however. 
It has been known smoking was 
harmful. 

But in recent years health 


research has shown non- 
smokers who are exposed to the 
smoke from other people's 
cigarettes, cigars or pipes also 
suffer damage to their health. 
People who suffered silently 
have become vocal to protect 


their own health. 

Studies have shown the 
average cigarette burns about 
12 minutes and the average 
smoker takes eight or nine 
puffs lasting about 24 seconds. 
The remainder of the time the 
cigarette just sits there giving 
off smoke — smoke which new 
research shows gives off a 
great deal more harmful 
compounds than the smoke 
inhaled by the smoker. 

This "sidestream" smoke 
contains twice as much tar and 
nicotine as the smoke drawn 
through the cigarette and three 
times as much of a compound 
called 3-4 benzpyrene, a 
suspected cancer causing 
agent. 

It contains five times as 
much carbon monoxide as 


smoke drawn through the 
cigarette and 50 times as much 
ammonia. There also is 
evidence that "sidestream" 
smoke contains more cadmium 
than that inhaled by the 
smoker. Cadmium is under 
investigation as one of the 
compounds in cigarette smoke 
that damages the air sacs of the 
lungs and causes emphysema. 

A study of children in 
families with smoking and 
nonsmoking parents shows the 
children in the home with 
smoking parents average twice 
the respiratory illnesses as 
children with nonsmoking 
parents. 

This, along with much more 
information, has instilled a new 
militancy among nonsmokers. 


It was one thing when it was 
thought that the only ones 
smokers were hurting were 
themselves. But it is another 
thing when they are hurting 
you. 

Gov. William G. AAi lliken, a 
nonsmoker, mentioned the 
problem in his State of the State 
address to the Legislature. 

State Health Director 
Maurice Reizen strongly is in 
support of the movement. 
Several legislators already 
have introduced legislation to 
curb smoking in different wavs. 
* 

And all of this is being con- 
ducted under the slogan 
"Nonsmokers have rights, 
too." A move we strongly 
support.

There are some who say that 
America still is seeking its culture. And 
at times I tend to agree. 

When I watch the “Overture of 1812“ 
used to sell cereal and the Mona Lisa 
used to adorn , ads for underwear, I 
cringe. 

Where will America find its own 
culture if it can’t appreciate offerings 
of the past? In paintings of soup can 
labels blown up to “super graphics?” 

I’m afraid the country is suffering 
from the glut of tasteless com- 


mercialism which is designed to catch 
the reader’s or watcher’s eye or fancy, 
but which works counter to those in 
their formative years who should learn 
to appreciate the bit of culture for what 
itsignifies rather than for the thought it 
represents in a cereal ad. 

And who listening to the commercial 


for the cereal shot from guns knows 
that the music was written by 
Tchaikovsky as a tribute to the Russian 
armies which defeated Napoleon 
during his advance into the country? Do 
they know that the same strategy used 
by the Russians during Napoleon’s 
campaign were dusted off and used in 


1941 when Hitler invaded the country? 

Do they know that the Mona Lisa, 
besides adorning commercials, is 
among the best known works of 
Leonardo da Vinci — one of the best 
minds working during the Italian 
Rennaissance? 

It isn’t that poking fun at something 


sacred always is wrong, but that poking 
fun at another’s culture deprives our 
young ones of enjoying that piece of 
culture as it is meant to be enjoyed. 

Will a youngster be able to control the 
giggles as he thinks of the oats pouring 
from cannons during Tchaikovsky’s 
work? Or does he laugh back at the 


Mona Lisa when he remembers un- 
derwear? 

Maybe it’s becausewe poke fun at the 
signs of another’s culture that the 
depths of American culture include a 
Hank Aaron home run, mimics of comic 
strips on large canvasses and jokes 
many don’t understand on “All In the 
Family.” 

And maybe that’s why American 
children say that history is not valuable 
to them— that what’s happening is now. 

We should learn from our triumphs 
and mistakes of the past— triumphs and 
mistakes our artist s attempt to keep in 
our minds by their works. 


We must recover confidence 


There are strong indications that we 
have lived through the worst of the 
inflation spiral. 

What we need now more than 
anything else is a recovery of public 
confidence in our ability to lick it. 

Give ourselves confidence and there 
are few hardships the people of this 
country wouldn’t be willing to endure— 
and precious little we could not achieve. 

We in the business community have 
much to contribute— by continuing to 


act prudently and with a strong com- 
mitment to the ideal of sound product 
value; by standing behind our products 
and services without equivocation; by 
investing in increased productivity and 
product improvement; by eliminating 
waste, and by selling as hard as we 
know how.

Here we have a critical job for both 


management and labor. All our ex- 
perience teaches us that productivity 
can be achieved only in a climate of 
understanding, and with the 
cooperation of labor. 

It is not a matter of making em- 
ployees work harder, but rather ot 
investing in the tools, equipment, and 
facilities which can increase each in- 
dividual’s effectiveness in his work. 
This requires the cooperation of labor 
leaders and management in 


eliminating the work practices and 
rules which hinder productivity im- 
provement and add unnecessarily to 
cost. 

Government, too, can assist both by 
minimizing regulation and improving 
incentives. In this regard, we look 
forward to the proposed increase in the 
investment tax credit.

The guy who lets you in is 
delayed from no more than two 
seconds. Who can be in that much of a 
hurry that those two seconds are fatal?

And traffic experts say that even in 
massive jams the guy cutting in front of 


one car, squeezing out the next and 
generally making himself obnoxious 
(and dangerous) saves less than a 
minute on a 5-mile drive.

In the crowded cities of the east, for

Attack leaves Simon stronger

The attack on William Simon which 
flared last week appears to have left the 
treasury secretary in a stronger 
position than before. Gerald Ford has 
reminded him of enduring friendship; 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger has 
telephoned his congratulations; con- 
servative congressmen and senators 
have called or written to affirm their 
support But the attack also has turned 
up a mystery 

The mystery is whether or not Gerald 
Ford played a role. Donald Rumsfeld, 
Ford’s chief of staff, denies this flatly. 
A behind-the-scenes operation, 
Rumsfeld said it is not Gerald Ford’s 
way of doing things 
If the President wants a man to leave, 
the President tells him so, he added 
On the other hand, it is hard to 
believe that two of Mr. Ford’s top 
assistants would conduct the operation 
against Simon without the President’s 
knowledge and tacit or expressed 
approval. 

The anti-Simon campaign was 
conducted by Budget Director Roy Ash 
and presidential aide Robert Hart- 
mann Both men had reason 
Hartmann has long held that the best 
way for Gerald Ford to create a new 
Presidency is to get rid of the Nixon 


holdovers, and Simon’s tendency to 
speak out made him prominent among 
these. 


Then, too, on the old baseball prin- 
ciple, the best way to get out of a slump 
or to let the fans know you’re trying is 


to sack the manager. Hartmann 
thought Simon’s departure would be 
good politics for Gerald Ford. 

Ash, on the other hand, is a longtime 
Simon foe He thought he had been 
promised the Treasury post at the time 
George Shultz stepped down and he 
complained to Nixon when Simon got 
the job Before that, he had sought the 
federal energy post, and this also went 
to Simon. 

So Hartmann and Ash let it be known 
to journalists that Simon was on the 
way out, and a spate of stories to that 
effect followed immediately. Did they 
confer with the President? If so, he 
backed off rapidly when Simon failed to 
take the hint. 

Simon read the first stories about his 
forthcoming resignation while he was 
in his office, and his immediate instinct 
was to fight He first conferred with 
congressional supporters, then 
;elephoned Rumsfeld and asked for an 
appointment with Ford. 

A Ford-Simon meeting at which 
others would be present was already on 
the schedule and, when it was over, Mr 
Ford asked Simon to remain behind. 

There and then, according to Simon, 
the President pledged his firm support 
and asked Simon to stay on. Simon said 
he intends to do so.

Trustees outline plans 
for spending $66,000 


A program far spending

In other matters recently 
considered, the township 
trustees approved the 
purchase of new com- 
munications equipment for 


the township Fire Depart- 
ment at a cost of $5,723.75 
which will be paid for out of 
revenue-sharing funds. 

— Accepted a settlement 
agreed upon between the 
park owners and the 
township trustees for past 
water bills owed the town- 
ship by Holiday Woods, 
Holiday West and 
Rawsonville Woods Mobile 
Home Parks. ( 


“By providing an op- 
portunity to gain insights

Gas use drop reduces road funds 


Michigan motorists used 
4.7 percent fewer gallons of 
gasoline in 1974 than in 1973 
and highway funds suffered 
an $18.5 million revenue loss, 
according to the County 
Road Association of 
Michigan. 


The decline in road funds 
based on gasoline taxes 
already is cutting main- 
tenance and construction 
programs and Earl F. 
Rogers, engineer-director 
for the association, warned 
that state and local highway 


agencies face "catastrophe” 
if federal plans for forced 
fuel conservation go into 
effect. 

“Unless alternative 
financing is found, pending 
federal proposals to cut 
gasoline use sharply will 


reduce state gas tax 
revenues with catastrophic 
results for governmental 
units responsible for roads 
and streets,” Rogers said. 

Data compiled by the 
County Road Association 
show that state motorists 


used 206 million fewer 
gallons of gasoline in 1974 
than in 1973. Gas sales 
totaled 4.1 billion gallons last 
year compared with 4.3 
billion for the prior year. 

Gasoline sales to car and 
truck owners in December 
dropped to only 337 million 
gallons, the lowest in se\en 
months. This was 4.9 percent 
oelow the same month in 
1973. 

March proved to be the 
poorest month for gasoline 
use in 1974 when sales 
dropped to 292 million 
gallons. However, April 
showed the biggest per- 
centage drop of 12.2 percent 
compared with the same 
month in the prior year. 

In every month of 1974, 
gasoline usage was down 
from the comparable period 
a year earlier. 

"No one disputes the need 


for oil conservation at the 
federal level," Rogers 
continued. "However, the 
effect of any conservation 
program will severely 
reduce gasoline use and that 
in turn will drastically cut 
revenue from the state’s 
gasoline tax.” 

Gasoline taxes form the 
principal revenue source to 
finance state, county and 
municipal road and street 
systems. 

"Already many counties 
have been forced to reduce 
maintenance and con- 
struction programs because 
of dwindling gas tax funds in 
1974.” Rogers added . Some 
agencies have cut back 
snowplowing and ice 
removal work, raising fears 
that some rural routes may 
not be adequate even for 
emergency travel.

ORDINANCE NO. 1-28-75 
PARK ORDINANCE 

An ordinance to regulate the management, main- 
tenance, operation, and control over public parks within 
and without the limits of the Township of Van Buren; to 
provide rules and regulations pertaining to said parks, to 
set forth standards of conduct, and to provide for penalties 
for violation thereof; to regulate therein firearms, 
alcoholic beverages, dogs and pets, commercial ac- 
tivities, motor vehicles, swimming, bathing, boating, and 
any and all other activities which may be connected with 
said parks. 

ARTICLE I 
SHORT TITLE 

SECTION 1.1 The title of this ordinance shall be 
“Township of Van Buren Park Ordinance.” 

ARTICLE II 
DEFINITIONS 

SECTION 2.1 “Park” shall mean any area as shall be 
designated by resolution of the Board from time to time as 
a public park, and such additions thereto as may be 
designated bv the resolution of the Board. 

SECTION 2.2 “Board” shall mean the Township Board 
of the Township of Van Buren. 

SECTION 2.3 “Township” shall mean the Township of 
Van Buren, Wayne County, Michigan. 

SECTION 2.4 “Commission” shall mean the Recreation 
Commission of the Township. 

SECTION 2.5 “Director” shall mean the director or 
directors, of the parks as appointed by the Board, or 
represehtatives or such agents as may be designated by 
the Board or by him from time to time. 

ARTICLE III 

SECTION 3.1 All persons entering, or using any Park or 
Park Facilities shall abide by any and all rules and 
regulations as shall be prominently posted on said Park 
property 

SECTION 3.2 The Director shall post all rules and 
regulations pertinent to activities within said Park, as 
recommended by the Commission, and as approved by the 
Board. 

ARTICLE IV 

VIOLATIONS AND PENALTIES 
SECTION 4 1 Any person, persons, firm, or corporation, 
or anyone acting in behalf of said person, persons, firm, or 
corporation, who shall violate any of the provisions of this 
ordinance, or who fails to comply with any of the 
provisions of this ordinance, or who fails to comply with 
ahy of the regulatory measures or conditioions adopted 
pursuant hereto, shall upon conviction thereof be subject 
to a fine of not more than one hundred dollars ($100 00) 
and the costs of prosecution or, by imprisonment for a 
period not to exceed ninety days, or both such fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of the Court. Each day 
such violation continues shall be deemed a separate of- 
fense. The imposement of any sentencesshall not exempt 
the offender from compliance with the reqjirements of 
this ordinance 

ARTICLE V 

SECTION 5.1 This Ordinance and the various articles,

A Mobile Home Com- 
mission bill which failed to 
pass the state* Legislature 
during its last session has 
been re-introduced by State 
Rep Gary M. Owen (D- 
Ypsilanti) . 

The bill, introduced by 
House Speaker Bobby D. 
Crim <D Davison) last year, 
passed the House but died in 
the Senate 

“The enormous growth of 
the mobile home industry in 
Michigan has created a 
multitude of consumer and 
health problems in the 
mobile home industry,” 
Owen said 

“Mobile home parks offer 
far too great potential for 
health hazards, unsafe 
construction and disregard 
for park residents’ rights,” he 
continued “The proposed 
legislation represents the 
focal point of attempts to 
replace the outdated 1959 
statute now in effect.” 

The bill would create a 9- 
member Mobile Home 
Commission within the 
Department of Commerce 
with the responsibility to 
license qualifying mobile 
home parks and revoke 
license violators, to prepare 


a Mobile Home Code setting 
health, safety and tenant 
rights standards and to 
oversee the administration 
and enforcement of the code 
by local governments. 


The code would regulate 
density, licensing, layout, 
construction, operation and 
ownership of mobile homes 
and condominiums or 
cooperative parks.

Another provision not 
included in the bill last year 
would permit local units of 
government to pass or- 
dinances to enact more 
stringent regulations

Convenient winter and 
spring library service will, 
for the first time, now be 
provided for residents and 
students in Huron Township 
and the Huron School 
District. 

School and township of- 
ficials have completed a plan 
to pool financial and 
material resources and 
opened a jointly-operated 
library at Huron High School 
from 2:30 to 10 p.m. Monday 
through Friday. 

“For the past few years 


the persons from the area 
have in essence been without 
a public library and 
residents have had to make 
lengthy drives to county 
library branches in 
surrounding cities,*’ said 
Roger Benner, community 
school director. 

A branch of the Wayne 
County Federated Library 
System had operated in New 
Boston Elementary School 
for six hours each week and 
cost the people of Huron 
Township $8,000 annually. 

“We had a library that was 


open only twice a week,” 
said Clerk Mary Lou Carey. 
“For the money we were 
paying, it wasn’t worth it.” 

Township officials had 
hoped to put those funds to 
work to merge with the 
district and open a branch at 
the high school last fall 

however, “thie bills con- 
tinued to come in and we 
could not afford to pay for 
library use outside the 
township and pay the start 
up costs for opening a new 
library at the high school.” 


Mrs. Carey said “To get the 
project off the ground this 
year, the township is ap- 
plying for grant money to 
hire a full time librarian ” 
The township then would 
provide the librarian for 
afternoon and evening hours, 
with the school district 
staffing the high school 
facility during the day 
Benner added that the 
facility is needed for the 
schools' Adult Education
